.Itiwas-nut until after 12 o'clock yes- 
terday that tbo parties Interested were 
gotten together In the music room of The 
Antlers hotel to hear the decision, which 
should have been rendered last Friday 
but was delayed owing to the non arrival 
of Judge llallctt. There were quite a 
number ot spectators present. Among tbe 
prominent Rio Grande men present were 
General Manager Smith, Superlotendcnt- 
Dcuel, of the first division, and Col. 
Easley and J. F. Vaile. of tbo general 
solicitor's office 
Of prominent Hock 


Island menlbere were present Mr. M. A. 
Low, vice-president; W. I. Allen, as- 
sistant general'manager.
